Supreme Court 
Lets Gag Rule On 
Crime News Die 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
9.—UP)— 


The supreme court today refused 
to review a decision which struck 
down Balaimore's unique gag rule 
on crime news. 


The court's refusal was announc 


ed in an unusual opinion by Justice 
Frankfurter. It said the tribunal's 
action "simply means that fewei 
than four members of the cour 
deemed it desirable to review a de 
cision of the Maryland court as a 
matter of 'sound judicial 
> cre- 


tion'." 


In addition to nullifying the gag 
rule on crime 
news 
the 
lower 
court decision—given by the Mary 
land court of appeals—also upse 
contempt convictions of three Bal 
timore radio stations and a radio 
newscaster. 


Frankfurter said "a variety of 


considerations" figured in the tri- 
bunal's refusal to review the state 
court's findings. 


Then he went on to say that one 
thing that can be said with cer- 
tainty about the refusal to review 
"is that it does not remotely imply 
approval or disapproval of 
wha! 


was said by the court of appeals of 
Maryland."

HONG KONG, Jan. 9—UP)—Bold 
gunmen robbed the Hong Kong

farm surpluses. Control programs 
are designed to prevent the pro- 
duction of new surpluses. 


Mr. Truman had warm words,

Coming into operation 


with the postwar decline in farm 
prices, the program has served, 
he said, "to cushion the decline 
and has been a major factor In 
preventing a serious postwar re-

would have to borrow $5,133.000.- 
000 of the money—unless taxes are 
raised.

Spending for the current year

estimated at $43,297.000.000. 


The document outlining it was 


sent to the capitol by messenger.

at the Texas Blind, Deaf and Or- 
phan school for negroes were de- 
nounced in scathing terms at the 
state hsopital board meeting to- 
day. 


A survey report by J. C. Lysen, 


superintendent of the Minnesota 
school for the blind, charged that 
negro children are housed in "sub- 
standard living quarters" while the 
per capita cost of operating the 
Austin school is greater than that 
of the white school." 


Lysen 
found "that 
a missing 


door knob and panel can't be fixed 
for lack of funds, but that the 
school could afford a new Pontiac 
automobile, x x x That some child- 
ren had onlv crude benches to sit 
on instead of chairs. That one dor- 
mitory had one chair 
for 
four 


children." 


Moyne Kelly, executive director 


of the hospital board, called one 
of tho school's dormitories, hous- 
ng 75 negro boys, "a disgrace to 
the country, outmoded 
and 
Ill- 


equipped." 


George E. Quick. St. Louis Hos- 


nltal consultant, advised the board: 
'This school is in the worst con- 
dition we have." 


The negro school was one of the 


first of the state's institutions dis- 
cussed by the board as it began its, 
review of surveys of 13 hospitals 
and 
special schools. After 
cop- 


relating the voluminous findings, 
he group will make recommenda-

"It is an honest budget, which 


metes the realities which face us," 
Mr. Truman said. "We have made 
and shall make more progress to- 
ward a less threatening world.

"Irresponsible and short-sight- 


ed budgetary action could con-

Cannon (D-Mo) of the House Ap- 
propriations committee offered a 
budget balancing idea: Cut spend- 
ing by $2,500,000,000 and raise taxes 
the same amount.

Automobile Valuations For Taxing 
Announced By Commissioners Court 


The county will be just as strict 


on automobile taxations this year 
as It was last year, It was announc- 
ed Monday at a meeting of 
the 
Commissioners' Court. 


"Valuations will be set on all 
cars," declared Commissioner Joe 
George of Blooming Grove. 


The court voted the following 
valuations for 49 taxes-on automo- 
biles: 


$20 for cars up to 1936 models.

$100 for 1941-42 models. 
$200 for 1946-47 models. 
$300 for 1948-49-50 models. 
$500 for bobtail trucks of 1946

$750 for trailer-trucks.

All-Time High Totalling $150,759 


An all-time all-high record of pos- 


tal recipts in Corsicana was estab- 
lished In 1949 when a total of $150,- 
759.86 cash business was reported 
in statements relased by G. C. Hud- 
son and John J. Garner, postmaster 
and assistant, • respectively. 
. ccember 19 saw a record made 


for the handling of first class let- 
tt-rs and packages with 56,744 dis- 
patched. This was during the Yule- 
tide rush and compares with a 
dally average of approximately 8,- 
500. 


The 1949 recipts exceeded those 


of 1948 by $21,482.24, and those of 
1939, 
a decade earlier by a more 


than two to one margin. The 1939 
figure Is $69,397.19. The 1949 total 
exceeded the 1939 amount by $81,- 
382.67. 


Thc last quarter of 1949 showed 


1,127,110 letters and packages and 
parcels of first class mail handled, 
excluding the 
$22,941.82 metered 


mailings not included in the above 
figure. The December 
total 
of 


packages was 484,092 nieces. 


The Collin Street Bakery is the 
largest customer of the post office 
—its postage bill exceeding $20,000 
for the year. 


Air mail stamp sales in 1941 was 


$1.919.62, and In 1949. it was $3,- 


411. In 1944, however, during World 
War II when packages were being 
flown around the globe to Corsi- 
canans in all branches of the ser- 
vice, t'he air mail stamp sales soar- 
ed to $18,749.79. 


The receipts lagged somewhat 
at the end of the war, but again 
increased in the past few years as 
are shown in the following 11 years 
receipts: 


1939—$69,397.19. 
1940—$71,139.36. 
1941—$77.182.07. ' 
1942—$92,273,47. 
1943—$109,484.24. 
1944—$128,684.38.

The above figures represent only 


the revenues from the sale

stamps and post office box rents. 


The figures do not include postal 


savings, post office money orders, 
savings' bonds sale, etc., or govern- 
runtal business that is postage free. 
Even the money order fee goes 
directly to the U. S. post office 
department and the local office is 
not credited with it, the postal of- 
ficials stated.
